Why is “Liberal” Communism accept« 
able, while other kinds of Communism are not 
acceptable? The fact is that the American 
capitalists have financed and promoted Com- 
munism around the world; but they do not 
support or like the kind of Communism which 
is in the saddle in the Kremlin today. The 
Kremlin does not cooperate with the capi- 
talists. The capitalists originally financed and 
promoted the Russian revolution with the ex- 
pectation that the Russian Communists would 
be completely subservient to the Wall Street 
capitalists. They still hope some day to bring 
Russia back within their orbit, This hope is 
expressed by the theory of “Convergence.” It 
is said that the Russian system and the 
‘American system will develop to a point at 
which a merger between them will be feasi- 
ble.

In USSR Czech Invasion

The one certainty about the Czechoslo- 
vakian crisis which led to the Russian in- 
vasion is that what has been made known of 
the circumstances is at least balanced by 
what has not been made known. Viewed at 
the child’s story-book level, which is how 
current events are presented to and accepted 
by the general public, there is no missing 
factor, or at any rate no factor of cardinal 
importance which remains undisclosed. 

Nothing could be simpler than the issues 
thus set forth. The patron saint of the 
Czechs is a Slovakian named Alexander 
Dubcek, a Communist “goody” who wished 
for his country a liberal regime wherein all 
men would be free fearlessly to express their 
thoughts. I cast no doubt on Mr. Dubcek’s 
good faith, but merely state a grim fact, 
when I say that Communism and individual 
freedom have not hitherto displayed them- 
selves as a political equation. 

The Russians, whose role as the “baddies” 
cannot authentically be denied, are said to 
have disliked the notion that the Czech 
newspapers and radio should feel at liberty

Monroe Doctrine Vital 
To U.S. Survival

There are many today who would have ug 
forget the Monroe Doctrine, who would dis- 
miss as obsolete that which cannot be used in 
relation to current problems, There are many 
today who do not know the original purpose 
of this instrument. 


During the early years of the 19th century 
the Spanish colonies in Central and South 
America were struggling for independence, 
That some alien power might seize the oppor- 
tunity to take control over one or more of 
these newly liberated colonies, or attempt to 
establish new ones in South America, aroused 
much coficern on the part of our government, 


This anxiety resulted in the adoption of a 
resolution by Congress in 1811 protesting the 
transfer of any former Spanish colony to a 
European power. But for the next dozen 
years the major powers of Europe continued 
to cast longing glances in the direction of the 
rich and fertile continent. 


In December 1823, Congress approved a 
declaration by President James Monroe in 
which he stated our opposition to alien coloni- 
zation and the readiness of our country to 
back it up in whatever form necessary. In 
1848 President James Polk received word that 
Great Britain was offering a small group of 
Mexican politicians a generous price for con 
trol of the Isthmus of Yucatan. The Presi- 
dent sent a message to Congress declaring 
that our government would not agree toa 
transfer, and the British government backed 
off, Thus, Polk performed an important serv- 
ice for his successors by standing up to a 
European power in its illegal quest for a foot- 
hold in this hemisphere. But the Monroe Doc- 
trine became very effective under Lincoln’s 
Secretary of State, William Seward, during 
the crisis presented by France’s intervention 
in Mexico during and immediately following 
the Civil War. 

This began with Great Britain and Spain, as 
partners, in an attempt to split up Mexico be- 
tween them, but they soon withdrew, leaving 
France the sole party of intervention. Na- 
poleon installed the Austrian Archduke Max- 
imillian on the throne in Mexico City. Be- 
cause this country was engaged in her own

for old-fashioned Nationalism. American Pa~ 
triots sit on park benches and grumble; but 
they are not in control of National policy. 
They go to the polls and vote for this or that 
touted “Great Conservative.” No matter 
whom they vote for, Sidney Weinberg is still 
President. There is no “American Policy” to- 
day. The United States is completely in the 
hands of Internationalists. Walt Rostow 
summed up the policy of the International 
set: “We must see the end of nationhood as it 
has been traditionally defined.” We must 
scuttle patriotism; we must sacrifice our na- 
tive culture; we must submerge ourselves in 
the World State. This policy dominates all po- 
litical parties; we cannot escape it by voting. 
We must be interbred with Negroes in order 
to wipe out our race and thus prevent the 
rise of any “Reactionary” tendencies (ie., 
healthy patriotism). The Internationalists 
have the U.S.A. by the tail on a downhill pull. 

Russia is not following an Internationalist 
policy. Russia is playing the good old bloody, 
Nationalist game, and playing it with great 
skill and success. The National policies of 
Russia are not “Marxist” policies. Indeed, it 
is the U.S.A. which is following Marxist poli- 
cies today. The simple fact is that the real 
headquarters of the Internationalist Conspir- 
acy are located in New York. New York is 
trying to drag Moscow into the International- 
ist Orbit, but Moscow does not drag easily. In 
New York the big, loud lying mouth of tha 
Jew is heard; nobody else can be heard. In 
Moscow, the voice of the Jew is also heard, 
but not quite so much. The Jewish intellectu- 
al always claims to be engaged in a conspira- 
cy to confer some untold ecstasy upon the hu- 
man race, The Jewish voice is purposefully 
vague. It offers us the benefits of a high 
standard of living, freedom, capitalism, free 
enterprise; in the next instant it extolls ‘“Lib- 
eral Communism.” In New York the Jews are 
in the saddle. In Moscow, a secret police of- 
ficer recently snarled to one of them, “We'll 
have the whole lot of you in prison within a 
year.” 

Why is Moscow going to toss all of these 
nice chaps into durance vile? TIME Magazine 
and the NEW YORK TIMES think that ‘“‘Rus- 
sia’s Dissident Intellectuals” are great good 
fellows. They are Communists, to be sure, but 
they are LIBERAL Communists, and that 
makes all the difference. TIME features the 
writer Solzhenitsyn on its cover. Solzhenitsyn 
is the Russian Jew who wrote the novel THE 
FIRST CIRCLE, which is now on the NEW 
YORK TIMES best-seller list. Excerpts from 
the book have appeared in the SATURDAY 
EVENING POST. Clearly, Solzhenitsyn is 
being promoted in a big way by the American 
Establishment. Much is made of the fact that 
he spent many years in prison. We will bet 
even money that, if he keeps fooling around 
the way he is doing now, he will also spend 
several more years in prison. He is cordially 
hated by the Kremlin Establishment. 

WHY is this so? 

Let us cut through the bullcon and get to 
the basic policies involved. Solzhenitsyn is no 
kind of writer, There is nothing in his liter- 
ary work to get excited about. Science fiction 
hacks write better books every day. THE 
FIRST CIRCLE is full of phoney situations 
and paperdoll characters. The fact is that 
Solzhenitsyn stands for the Marxist Interna- 
tionalist policies which the American Estab- 
lishment wishes Russia to adopt. That is why 
he is being touted in this country today. The 
Kremlin Establishment is grimly committed 
to a policy of Russian Nationalism. This 
stands in the way of “Convergence.” There- 
fore, the American Jewish Internationalist 
Gang has started an intellectual vendetta 
against the present occupants of the Kremlin,

tablishment, Stalin stood for Russian Na- 
tionalism and has never been in good favor 
with the New York Yids, who are the real 
backers of International Communism. The 
American Jewish Establishment is in favor of 
“Trotskyite’ Marxism and promotes it around 
the world. “Stalinism,” on the other hand, is 
utterly obscene. 

In the mass media we read a great deal 
about the “crimes” of Josef Stalin. Josef 
Stalin was not a Sunday School teacher. He 
did indeed commit crimes on a vast scale, He 
could preside over a mass slaughter with 
aplomb. He was delighted by the sound of fir~ 
ing squads at work, especially if they were 
shooting Jews. Leon Trotsky was also a mass 
murderer, on a vaster scale than Stalin. The 
Trotskyites killed at least TEN MILLION 
PEOPLE in Russia. Yet we hear nothing 
about the crimes of Leon Trotsky; we only, 
hear about the crimes of Stalin. Clearly, the 
Jews who run our mass media do not care 
what crimes anyone may or may not have 
committed. They harp on the “crimes” of 
those who oppose their policies and are per- 
fectly quiet about crimes of those who serve 
their policies. Josef Stalin’s real crime was 
Nationalism. He was a great rascal, a Czarist 
Secret Police Agent, a Jew-hater. He laughed 
at Marxism. He turned Communist Parties 
around the world into instruments of Russian 
Nationalism. In other words, he opposed Jew- 
ish policy. The Jews yearned madly to see 
Stalin dead; but even now that he is dead, 
they still rave about Stalinism. Stalin did not 
build his political machine in Russia on 
quick-sand. He built it on solid bedrock of 
consummate cynicism. He didn’t build an 
ideology; he built a collection of vested in- 
terests. He did what Tom Pendergast did, 
and what “Mistah” Ed Crump did, and what 
every successful political boss does. He 
wrote off most of the high-flown and fly- 
blown moral pretensions of the human race; 
he followed a policy of rather dirty realism 
all the way. Nice guys often finish last; 
Stalin was not a nice guy, and in the Rus- 
sian rat race he finished first. Russia fell 
into the hands of a dirty-minded Czarist 
Secret Police Agent. This was not what the 
New York backers of World Communism had 
contemplated at all. They had planned to 
put Russia under the management of trashy 
intellectuals who would be politically help- 
less and thus easy to control. The policy of 
the New York Gang failed in Russia. This 
is the basic cause of what is called ‘“East- 
West Tension.” 

Russia today is following a classic National- 
ist policy which would be instantly recognized 
and possibly cheered by Cardinal Richelieu, 


_ Prince Talleyrand, Metternich, Bismarck, or 


Nicolo Machiavelli. The United States is fol- 
lowing an untried, unproven, and probably 
hopeless policy of Internationalism, U.S. poli- 
icy today contemplates the merger of great 
nations, the submersion of National interests 
into a World State. Such a thing has never 
been successfully accomplished in all history. 
There is no precedent for such a thing and no 
convincing evidence that it can be accom- 








ed by the mass media. We have a fixed image 
of “Red Russia” which has been created by, 
the mass media; the real Russia stubbornly 
refuses to conform to this phoney image. To- 
day it is America rather than Russia which is 
following a “Red” policy in the world. For in- 
stance, the United States certainly played a 
leading role in establishing Mao in power in 
China. Moscow was against a Communist 
revolution in China. New York was in favor 
of such a revolution. Long ago, in the 1920s 
and 1930s, a Jew named Borodin worked hard 
to lay the foundations of Communism in 
China; and he reaped his reward. He was so 
successful that Stalin had him shot. Stalin 
once told Mao that there was no real hope 
for a Communist revolution in China.. He 
told the same thing to Maurice Thorez, the 
French Communist boss, and to Togliati, the 
Italian Communist boss. Stalin was against 
Communist revolutions outside Russia. 
PRAVDA and ISVESTIA opposed foreign 
revolutions. THE SATURDAY EVENING 
POST on the other hand, was filled with 
Edgar Snow’s brightly optimistic article 
abount “Chinese Agrarian Reformers.” Rus- 
sia has opposed Communist revolutions; the 
United States has fostered and promoted 
them. The Powers of New York promoted the 
Russian revolution of 1917. Native forces in 
Russia have resisted it stubbornly, have taken 
it over, have changed it beyond recognition. 

Hitler played an important role in this mat- 
ter. During the time of Hitler, the American 
Jews were forced to abandon their vendetta 
against Stalin, because they needed his help 
in World War II. After the end of the war, 
hostilities between the Stalinists and the 
Trotskyites were resumed. Mao, backed by 
the American Jews, was used as an anti- 
Russian whip in the World Communist move- 
ment. The rift between Mao and the Rus- 
sians was fomented by the American Jews in 
order to “discipline” Russia, to force the 
abandonment of the Nationalist policy by, 
Russia. Russia did not prove amiable to any 
such pressures. Russian policy remained 
obdurately Nationalist. , 

The Internationalist game has failed: The 
American Establishment ought to write off 
its losses and abandon Internationalism. We 
should have a restoration of patriotism, na- 
tionalism, strong military policy, and com- 
petent management of our national affairs. 
It is not “Communists” or ‘Conspirators” 
who prevent such a return to sound policy. 
It is the American capitalists. They have 
their ships under foreign flags. They have 
huge investments around the world. They 
simply cannot bear to face the cold fact that 
they are going to lose their shirts. They have 
arrived at the point of ultimate incompetence: 
They reject reality and base their policies 
upon empty dreams, like “those who try to 
rear the changeling hope in the cave of black 
despair.” They have thrown’away their stake 
in our national life. COMMON SENSE is not 
against capitalists. We can think of capital- 
ists whom we have admired greatly, such as 
Gustav Krupp. Krupp was a very smart 
man. Unhappily, our American capitalists, 
aside from the Yids, seem to be “Country 
Boys” in need of an education, which today’s 
world will give them in a hurry. They have 
failed to live up to their billing. They have 
yammered about ‘Private Enterprise” but 
“Foundations” control most of our big in- 
dustries. They have supported vast hordes 
of “anti-Communists” but they have also 
financed Communism around the world. Are 


we for or against capitalists? We are for. 
them, if you are talking about Gustav Krupp” 


or Henry Ford. If you are talking about 


Bernard Baruch or Sidney Weinberg, we ave _ 


against them all the way. You can have our 
share of the Rockefellers, Gug

We hate to confess it to our grandchildren, 
but we have got to admit to them that the 
battle to protect Christian civilization as the 
basis of sound family life and exalting ideal- 
ism which makes life worthwhile, is about 
over.

corporations like Radio Corporation of 
‘America, Columbia Broadcasting Company, 
the Xerox Corporation, The New York 
Times. 

Always the same influence appears .

The young people of this generation, fed 
on sex syrup and scientific materialism 
through the schools and colleges, do not 
know what this is all about. One must 
place the present situation against the back- 
ground of fifty years ago to see it clearly 
in all its deadliness. 

Young’ people today find motion pictures 
“interesting” which would have caused open 
rebellion only 25 years ago. An example is 
“The Graduate” now making the run of the 
nation’s theaters and contaminating every- 
one it touches with its direct attack upon 
the Name of Christ, the Cross of Christ, 
and its presentation of seduction and adult- 
ery. The stage reeks with the same thing. 
Advertisements in the daily press today 
would have been banned as poisonous at- 
tacks upon the public welfare a few years 
ago. 

The use of the Negro question by the 
Christ killers is a case in point. It is obvi- 
ous to a child that the furor today over the 
race question has been implemented and 
financed, not to help the Negro, but to 
further undermine the foundations of 
Christian faith and our Christian civiliza- 
tion.

conference in Moscow is anybody’s guess. 
That his return to Prague was necessary to 
restore tranquility had obviously impinged 
even on the mind of the Kremlin, not noted 
for the subtlety of its perceptions, but the 
man who went back was a very different 
Dubcek from the man whose smiling face 
only a few days before had been a symbol of 
Czechoslovakian insouciance and defiance. 

Czechoslovakia’s radio and newspapers, 
after a few sardonic remarks, submitted to 
“voluntary” censorship, most of the Russian 
tanks retired beyond the public gaze, and the 
country was restored to the drab conformity 
of a Communist satellite. What of signifi- 
cance had taken place as a result of all the 
clamour and commotion? I can think of only 
one remarkable happening. When Dubcek 
was back, nominally at least, in the saddle, 
the regime proclaimed that the lives of up- 
wards of a thousand people had been endang- 
ered. and hastened to send them out of the 
country into Austria, apparently with Russian 
approval. 

Here, I thought, was a pointer to the miss- 
ing factor, for missing factor there obviously 
had been from the generally accepted narra- 
tive. It was not reasonable to suppose that 
the Soviet Union would have sent a huge 
army into a small neighbouring country for 
no other purpose than to stop this or that 
Czechoslovakian radio or newspaper commen- 
tator saying “boh’’ to this or that Czechoslo- 
vakian goose. Nor was it in the interest of the 
government of that small country to invite 
such an invasion by needlessly encouraging 
the game of goose-baiting. 

Those Elders Again! 

What, then, was the real issue? I do not 
know the full answer, but I am indebted to 
Mr. Walter Laquer, the Director of the Wie- 
ner Library, for putting me on the track of a 
possible clue in an article he wrote for the Ob- 
server. The Observer, in describing his posi- 
tion, referred to the Wiener Library as “the 
Institute for the Study of Contemporary His- 
tory,” a charming euphemism for -World 
Jewry’s most highly-powered and efficient re- 
search and information service. It was Mr. 
Laquer’s use of the word “paranoid” which 
intrigued me, because the new line taken to 
try to discredit those of us who believe that’ 
much history can only be understood on a 
conspiratorial basis is to attribute to us the 
mental disease of paranoia.

‘There were other strange circumstances 
about the Russian entry into Prague. Al- 
though equipped with the most lethal weap- 
ons, the huge armoured force was sent there 
obviously more for show than to deal out 
death. Casualties were few and the attitude 
of the Russian soldiers was less one of vigi- 
lance than of bored inertia. The whole thing 
had the appearance of play-acting, which in 
no way lessens the courage of the young 
Czechs who jeered at the troops and chalked 
swastikas on their tanks. They were not to 
know that the guns were unlikely to fire. Nor 
is it to detract from the courage of the tele- 
vision cameramen to say that the large 
amount of latitude they were allowed sug- 
gests that they were not altogether without 
protection. To be oblivious of the large ques- 
tionmarks which still hang over Prague is the 
sign of a comfortably credulous mind. 

Also of unusual interest was the reaction in 
other countries. At the time of the Hungari- 
an rebellion, while many members resigned in 
disgust, Communist Parties abroad were still 
playing the sedulous ape to Moscow. But not 
this time. Indeed, they seemed to agree with 
the B.B.C., which on several occasions went 
out of it8 way to refer to the Soviet’s hard- 
line Communists as “conservatists”! What a 
weird miscellany joined forces to protest 
against the invasion. The Popular Front ex- 
tended all the way from Mr. Heath to Tariq 
Ali, and Miss Pat Arrowsmith’s protest-prone 
sit-upon was also available for service in the 
Same cause. 

The change in emphasis has been apparent 
for some time and has been observable in 
places as far apart as Chicago and the Sor- 
bonne.

After World War I, Latin American na- 
tions began to demand, with increasing suc- 
cess, that the principles of the Monroe Doc- 
trine be laid aside in favor of a system of so- 
called collective security. It was clear to this 
country that this so-called collective security 
would mean an end to the Monroe Doctrine. 
It would involve not only a surrender of our 
own right of self-defense but a surrender of 
our national sovereignty. We had refrained 
from joining the League of Nations, but now 
we were being asked to trust to a combina- 
tion of Latin-American countries, critical de- 
cisions involving our national destiny. 

At the Sixth International Conference of 
‘American States at Havana in 1928, the then 
Secretary of State, Charles Evans Hughes, 
clearly put forth the American viewpoint with 
reference to intervention. His words are even 
more telling today in regard to American 
lives, property and interests in Latin America. 
Secretary Hughes asked: ‘What are we going 
to do when government breaks down and 
‘American citizens are in danger of their lives? 
‘Are we going to stand by and see them killed 
because a government can no longer afford 
reasonable protection?” 


But the clear and constructive voice of 


Hughes was not to prevail in official Wash-- 


ington for long. In 1933 a new ideology pro- 
claimed itself as the dominant force in govern- 
ment, The voices of Marxist internationalism 
were now the ones which spoke with authori- 
ty. The late President Roosevelt chose as 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, an ardent lib- 
eral who worshipped at the internationalist 
shrine of the late President Woodrow Wilson. 

Worried Americans feared that the New 
- Deal meant to bury the Monroe Doctrine and 
the principles for which it stood. It did not 
take long for their suspicion to be confirmed. 

In September 1933, just six months after 
Roosevelt took office, revolution broke out in 
Cuba. A new regime took over in a spirit of 
violent anti-Americanism. Soon there began 
a series of seizures of American-owned power 
plants, and sugar refineries, but no move was 
made by the new Administration to protect 
American lives and property. The long years 
of neglecting our own interests and the inter- 
ests of freedom in Latin America had clearly 
begun. 

In May 1934, with great speed and without 
a record vote, a new treaty with Cuba was 
pushed through the Senate. This new treaty 
surrendered time-honored and important 
American rights, including the right of inter- 
vention in behalf of our own interests, which 
we had maintained as a basic right and which 
was a part of the Cuban Constitution since 
that country’s freedom from Spain. 
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To alien diplomats with a mature and real- 
istic view of foreign relations, this must have 
seemed a very foolish move on our part. To 
surrender American rights necessary to main- 
tain our nation’s security in the Caribbean, 
must have seemed like a very misguided 
course of action to even the most friendly ob- 
servers. But to Soviet Russia, already looking 
and planning in the direction of Latin Ameri- 
ca, it was much more than nonsense. It was @ 
green light, a go signal for subversion and in- 
filtration, 

It is little wonder when Fidel Castro took 
over in Cuba in 1959 and began his bloodbath 
of mass murders and his looting and confis- 
cation of American property, he could do so 
without worrying about the consequences. No 
doubt he had been told by his Communist ad- 
visors years before that Uncle Sam was now a 
paper tiger in the Caribbean, and that any, 
petty despot could spread tyranny and revo- 
lution with a minimum of apprehension. For 
the fear was all on the part of the United 
States, or rather on the part of the misguided 
and mistaken officials who had been charting 
our Latin policy since the early 1930’s. 

Fearful officials, who were nothing but the 
dupes of Communist agents, had set the tone 
of our policies by spreading the line that we 
dare not act in our own interest lest we ap- 
pear to be imperialistic, Since the advent of 
the Monroe Doctrine this country had been 
the protector and even the liberator of the 
peoples of Latin America. But in the maze of 
Communist agents and Socialistie propagan- 
dists, our position continued to deteriorate. 

The enemy could see that we were not go- 
ing to stand by the principles of the Monroe 
Doctrine and he was prepared to act accord- 
ingly. In the spirit of contempt which Nikita 
Khrushchev showed toward us when he saw 
us in a moment of indecision and moral weak- 
ness, he declared the Monroe Doctrine was 
dead and that it ought to be “buried as every 
dead body was so that it did not poison the 
air by its decay.” 

Today in Latin America there is decay in 
the atmosphere, the decayed philosophy of 
Communism which is being spread at a bold 
and steady pace by the foreign agents of the 
Moscow and Peking Communists. If these 
agents are allowed to go their subversive 
ways unchecked soon there will be more real 
estate than the island of Cuba to liberate. 

If we want to reverse this tide of subver- 
sion sweeping back and forth to such a fright- 
ening extent below our borders, then we had 
best return to the spirit of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, which clearly opposes alien intervention 
into the affairs of all nations in the Ameri- 
cas. 


Castro - controlled Cuba has become the 
home office for the representatives of tyran- 
ny throughout Latin America . It is only com- 
mon sense that, if we are to effectively aid the 
governments of South America in stopping 
this subversive flood, we must plug up the 
hole from which it comes. If we are going to 
begin successfully combatting the forces 
which directly threaten even our own na- 
tion’s security, we must quarantine the Cas- 
tro regime, so that its effectiveness as a base 
of subversion evaporates. 

Of a certainty, Cuba today is a stronghold 
of alien enemy influence and foreign enemy 
subversion, It need not remain so if we will 
take the lead, in the spirit of our own Monroe 
Doctrine, and effectively blockade the Castro 
regime. This in turn will lead to the day, in 
the not too distant future, when this tyrant 
will be forced from power and the people of 
Cuba allowed to live under liberty. . When 
that day arrives, it will mean much more than 
freedom for the Cuban people, it will mean 
that we have won true respect throughout 
Latin America and the world. ?
